which might, for comparatively unim-

Germany in conflict.” 

The Debats remarks that today France 
must consider Dr. von Bethmann-Lloll- 
weg from the point of view of foreign 
policy. He not, it remarks, a map 
who will deliberately cause friction be- 
tween England and Germany. “Ile is said 
to be a friend of France. We believe 
him beyond all things a friend of Ger 
‘many, but these facts are not necessarily 
inconsistent. In the midst of the Mo- 
rocecan crisis, we manifested our wish 
to live on a footing of frank courtesy 
and loyalty with our eastern neighbors, 
and the arrangement of Feb. 9, 1909, 
gives reason to’ hope that this wish 
mav become a reality.” 

The Debats adds in conclusion, how- 
ever, a remark to the effect that’ “it is 
natural that we should reserve our inti- 
macy for our allies and friends.

The effect, however, is very much the 
same. Ile does not snap his teeth at 
Mr. Aldrich, nor even at Mr, Cannon. 
He does not discourse on predatory in- 
terests in the hearing of Senators De- 
pew and Burrows. He does not tell the 
newspaper gnen in so many words that 
certain senatdrs and representatives are 
betraying their constituencies. Never- 
theless President Taft carries the same 
“hig stick” carried by his predecessor and 
the chief difference in his present con- 
duct, When compared with that of his 
predecessor, lies in a more punctilious 
attention to the first part of that famous 
quotation which Jed to the familiar 
Bimnile: 

“Speak softly, but carry a ‘big stick,’ 
and you will go far.” He is trying very 
hard to speak softly. 

There is a very strong argument in 
Persident Taft’s threat of the session 
next fall. Nobody—least of all Senator 
Aldrich and his 42 stand-pat followers—- 
cares to have a rerevision of the tariff. 
~ The influence of the President coupled with 
the present disapproval of the tariff bill 
would result in a very much more radi- 
cal revision if undertaken three months 
hence than anything in the present bill. 
The woolen schedule would be ripped 
wide open, the cotton schedule would 
_be then subjected to a microscopical 
analysis, the lumber duties would prob- 
ably have to come down to $1.00. in- 
stead of $1.25 and there is no possible 
doubt that a new consideration of the

During the First Century in 
Rome _ Each 
nished His Own Square Bit 
of ‘Table Linen. 
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POPULAR RECENTLY 


An interesting study in the progress of 
civilization might be made out of the 
history of the table. napkin, says the 
Spokane Spokesman-Review. That arti- 
cle was in use in Rome in the first 
century, when by a curious custom each 
guest brought his own napkin. 

In 1616 an English play praised the in- 
creasing fashion of forks, “to the spar- 
ing o’ napkins.” Yet nearly 50 vears 
lnter the gossipy Pepys complained that 
at a lord mayor’s dinner there were nap- 
kins for only a few of the most impor- 
tant guests. 

At the opening of the 
eentury there are many housewives who 
recall the hemmingy of their first dozen 
of napkins as an event of household im- 
portance. Thirty-five vears ago a board- 
ing school of good edueational standing 
in one of the middle states did not 
prescribe table napkins for the 200 stu- 
dents gathered in its dining room. The 
great ocean steamers were reluctant to 
adopt the napkin for their long voyages. 
But now the officers show with pride the 
vast linen closets heaped with 20,000 
fresh napkins, which must all 
laundered when the steamship reaches 
port.

TREASURY'S DEFICIT 


Internal Revenue He!ps Out 
in Swelling Uncle Sam’s 
Income Notwithstanding the 
Tariff Debate.

WASHINGTON—The revenues’ from 
customs and internal revenue receipts 
have improved to such an extent that 


the deficit is now being reduced instead | _

The statement of July 19, covering the 
fiseal year ending June 30, 1909, exhib- 


ited a balance of $5,877,730 of excess in’ 
tliis 


receipts over disbursements. By 
amount the deficit was reduced. 

The deficit for the fiscal year 1908 is 
‘given in the official treasury statement 
for July 19 as $26,890,097.74. That was 
the deficit when a balance was struck 
June 30, 1909. 

To the above deficit should be added 
the item of $60,000,000, which sum has 
been paid out of current sevenues on ac- 
count of the Panama canal, and which 
figured in the original statements show- 
ing a deficit. At the end of the previous 
fiscal year the secretary of the treasury 
modified the bookkeeping of the treasury 
and transferred this item to a new ac- 
count, where it is charged under the head 
of canal to “amount’ expended, not re- 
imbursable from the sales of bonds un- 
der existing law.” ‘The deficit, there- 
fore, at the end of the fiscal year of 1908 
was $86,890,097.74. 

Under the revised system of bookkeep- 
ing adopted by Secretary MacVeagh the 
money paid on account of canal expen- 
diture, although paid out of current reve- 
nues, is not carried as a current disburse- 
ment. The captions have been changed to 
read “Ordinary receipts and disburse- 
ments,” instead of as previously, “Re- 
ceipts and disbursements.” This will 
make the deficit appear less formidable. 

Beginning with the new fiscal year, 
which started July 1, 1909, the customs 
_ revenues have been picking up. The first 


19 days of July a year ago brought in 


receipts of $11.797:450.52. The same 
period just ended shows receipts of $16,- 
683,408.68. The internal revenue receipts 
are just about the same. From July 1 
to July 19, 1908, they were $14,734,- 
424.65; for the same 19 days just ended 
they were $14,427,744.70. Miscellaneous 
receipts a year ago for these 19 days 
were $2,130,065.89, while this year they 
were $2,656,998.66. The total, therefore, 
for these 19 days of the current year was 
$33.768,152.04, as against $28,661,841.06. 

Disbursements covering the same pe- 
riod. a year ago on account of war, navy, 
Indians, pensions, postoflice, interest and 
the ordinary civil establishment, amount- 
ed to $45,048.470.63. Disbursements for 
these same 19 days of 1909 amounted to 
$45,286,143.27. The deficit for this period 
a year ago was, therefore, $16,386,629.57, 
as compared with-$11,517,991.22 for the 
19 days of July, 1909. 

During the same period there has been 
disbursed on account of the Panama 
canal $18,114.23, as compared with $],- 
003,766.01 tor the first 19 days of July 


a year ago. Meantime there have been} 


no receipts on account of the canal, as 
no bonds have been issued or sold. Lia- 
‘bilities have been incurred during the 
current month of about $3,000,000. All 
this must be charged up to the deficit 
until some form of revenue is produced 
for the construction of the canal by the 
sale of bonds. The small amount of dis- 
bursements during the current month 
shows that canal warrants are being held 
up. 

The deficit has been furfher increased 
by disbursements made for retiring 
United States bonds and certificates of 
indebtedness and by the payment of law- 
ful money for national bank notes re- 
tired. During the current month this 
added $1,243,940 to the deficit. Adding 
together all disbursements on account of 
ordinary expenditures, the canal expen- 
ditures and public debt, the deficit for 
the first 19 days of July, 1909, is $12,- 
780,045.46, as compared with $24,96,- 
506.58. | 

The government’s statement, under the 
head of Panama canal, shows that the 
total amount expended on the purchase 
and construction of the canal to this date 
is $170,203,626.56. 

Of this amount there is reimbursable 
under existing law by the sule of bonds 
$110,203,626.56. Received from the sales 
ot’ bonds already made, including premi- 
ums, $87,300,594.83. Bonds on hand, but 
‘not yet sold, $22,894.031.73. Amount not 
reimbursable from-«sales of bonds under 
existing law, but for which cash has 
been advanced out of the general treas- 
ury fund, $60,000,000. Amount advanced 
out of the general fund of the treasury, 
but reimbursable by the sale of bonds 
already authorized, &22,894,031.73.

ANTI-GANNON RANKS 
SEE PAYNE AS NEXT 
SPEAKER OF HOUSE 


WASHINGTON--Should the Republi- 
cans control the House of Representa- 
tives in the sixty-second Congress, to be 
elected in November of next year, it is 
believed here’ that Chairman Payne of 
New York will be the speaker, displacing 
Mr, Cannon, or any man who may then 
be put forward by the Cannon regime for 
the place. 

Such an honor: for the chairman of the 
committee on ‘ways and means would 
come as a reward for his valiant labors 
in the tariff conference committee to 
carry out the downward revision policy 
of President Taft and the Chicago plat- 
form. 

It is interesting to note that this talk 
of Payne for speaker does not originate 
out in the states, but among the mem- 
bers of Congress composing the insurgent 
group which is standing behind Mr. 
Payne at this time, and which will see 
that any conference report which he fails 
to approve is defeated. 

It will be a long time 
sixty-second Congress is organized.

SECURED BY SOUTH 
AFRICA UNION PLAN 


LONDON—Sir Henry ‘de Villiers, K. C. 
M. G., the veteran chief justice of Cape

The brothers: chose to take the cash and. 
securities: and deeded over the farm fo 
their sisters, paying tne obligation on it. 

The two daughters held the land, 
though’ at times the taxes threatened to 
be too much for them. An occasional 
offer for the coal under ‘it gave them 
hope, but they refused to négotiate until: 
the present merger was put under way. 

By the terms of the settlement the 
brothers will receive’ nothing out of the 
immense purchase price of the land. nt cal 
the daughters have married poor busi 
men. They will receive nearly $600,000 
apiece, as against the $100,000 that went 
‘to each of the brothers. The property is 
not being tilled now. 

A big house that occupies the site of 
the old homestead has been converted 
into an office, and lodging place for en- 
gineers and surveyors, who are planning 
to open up a coal road and are laying 
out a great line of coke ovens with which 
to convert the hidden-wealth beneath the 
soil into fuel. .The property was the 
pivotal point in the formation of. the 
new merger. 
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HISGEN EXPLAINS

A recent cable despatch, for instance, 
announced the ‘combination of two im- 
j portant London banks. \the London and 
Westminster Bank, Ltd.,’ and , the -Len- 
don and County Banking Company, Ltd., 
which agreed.to amalgamate subject to 
the consent of the shareholders.

It is, of course, liable to abuses, 
but he went on to quote ex-President 
Eliot of Harvard in support of the con- 
tention that even the trusts were not 
such vicious institutions as they have 
been represented to be, except as they 
use their influence to contaminate leg- 
islation. 

This banker said also that the con- 
solidating movement tends toward the 
adoption in this. country of the Euro- 


banking institutions, replacing a large| - 
number of irresponsible concerns, some 
on the verge of insolvency. This means 
surety for the depositor. 

But where the elimination of sgund 
and healthy institutions is involved, fa- 
vorable views as to the tendency toward 
consolidation are not so general. The 
absorption of such institutions is held 
by many to be prompted by no desire to 
benefit the public, but by the intent to 
increase the power and prestige of the 
already powerful and influential banks. 
It is, in the opinion of many prominent 
men in the business world, not so much 
a question of business enterprise? which 
is conceded to be always wholesome, but 
of tearing down firmly established insti- 
tutions for the purpose of erecting more 


Consolidations have been numerous in 
Boston during recent vears, and the 
story of their histéry furnishes an in- 
teresting chapter in the study of the 
economic conditions of the last decade. 

Taking 1898 as a suitable starting 
point, seyeral consolidations were re- 
corded in that year. 

In January the City was merged with 
the Eliot, which liquidated the Tremont 


in November. In April the Everett was

The upbuilding of the National Shaw- 
mut Bank, possibly the strongest institu- 
tion of tlie kind in New England, has 
been effected by a. series of consolida- 
tions and combinations during a course of 
nearly 50 years. The latest phase of its 
history in this connection was its pur- 
chase of the good-will of the National* 
Bank of the Republic last year. 

The Republic was. the fourth bank in 
Boston in respect to deposits. and also 
one of the largest natignal banks in the 
city, having a capital of $2,000,000, a big 
surplus and deposits amounting to $12, 
596,400. The Republic earned more than 
the 7 per cent dividends which # paid 
annually and was accounted a profitable 
institution, yet the National Shawmut 
purchased its good will for, $610,000. 
This good will in no way influenced the 
transfer of deposits, but it effectually 
prevented the merger of the Republic 
elsewhere, an‘. was in effect a consolida- 
tion. 

It was in January, 1907, when the 
Freeman’s National Bank was absorbed 
by the Republic, that the latter’s capital 
was doubled and made $2,000,000.

Trust companies enjoy’ many advan- 
tages over national banks and are usu- 
ally more willing’ to open small accounts 
than the latter.

Being a little out of the center of the 
city, although within an easy five min- 
utes’ walk from the court Jiouse, which 
the meeca of all visitors to historie 
points in’ the city, on account the 
Witchcraft records, this spot is ordinarily 
passed by. 

The tablet, which bears a bronze plate, 
tells that nearly three months before the 
battle of Lexington the citizens of Salem 
at this point made an armed stand 
against the advance of the British reg- 
ulars under Colonel Leslie. who had come 
to seize certain stores which the colo- 
nists had collected and placed in North 
Salem. : 

Legend tells how the pastor of the old 
North Chureh on that Sunday morning 
dismissed the assembled worshipers and 
accompanied them to North bridge, where 
the draw was raised and the advance of 
Colonel Leslie’s force was disputed. 

Finally a truce was arranged without 
bloodshed and the draw was lowered and 
the British by agreement marched across 
and then returned, going back fo Marble- 
head without having accomplished their 
mission of seizing or destroying the can- 
non and stores. 

While no blood actually shed, 
this was simply due to the diseretion 
displayed by Colonel Leslie, as the citi- 
zens were armed and prepared to defend 
their rights if necessary.

The angelic message at the dawn of 
Christianity was, “On earth peace, good 
will toward men,” but good will is often 
spoken of as if it were a mere absence 
of ill will or a sort of passive wishing 
well to people. In Christian Science we 
discover a higher and stronger kind of 
good will than is learned in any other 
way, for in Christian Science we learn 
to think rightly avout our fellow-men 
and about ourselves, and this right think- 
ing is the foundation of scientific “good 
will.”

Now, in view of the fact that the 
northwesterners need fuel, there is no reason why these cars should 
be hauled to the Northwest empty. Quite the contrary. So the 
railroad companies are saying to the northwesterners: “Buy your 
coal now, while our cars are practically idle, and we will haul it to 
you cheaper than we could at any other time, because our cars are 
going out your way anyhow, and to fill them with your coal will 
help us to place more cars in your country than we could otherwise. 
And this will enable us to haul your crops more expeditiously and at

As this neutrality has unquestion- 
ably exercised a restramimg intlience on the 
other four republics, because of a certain 
balance of power resulting therefrom 
between the rival factions, any alteration of 
this status is a iatter of international concern. By her geographical 
situation, Costa Rica is neighbor to Panama and to Nicaragua, but 
not to the other republics, a fact that should not only tend to preserve 
her neutrality indefinitely but lead to a closer understanding with 
American interesis on the isthmus of Panama. Through the rapidly 
rowing frit export, Cosia Rica is in close touch with this country. 
Qur fruit interests naturally exert considerable influence in the 
repubhe, and this fact conveys some assurance of continued progress 
and tranquillitv. Moreover, Costa Rica's’ aloofness has greatly 
caeouraged the development of small holdings, so that the Costa 
Nicans, being a nation of property owners, have everv reason and 
every inclination to Keep away trom: the tactional embroilments 
farther north. 

Nevertheless, the two presidential candidates are said to have 
leammes. the one toward the Guatemala-Salvador faction, the other 
toward the Nicearagua-lfonduras combine. The latter is apparently 
the closer partnership of the two, for the overthrow of the Bonilla 
government im tfonduras insured Nicaraguas ascendencyv under 
President Zelava.

Neutrality 


Interest in Central America, its conditions and its possibilities, 
is daily growing in this country and plans are outlining themselves 
by which the five republics shall be developed through .American 
enterprise and capital. Tt is typical of the present administration 
that its policy not only broadens the national horizon but is extending 
national itluence in a way that is distinctly a new departure in 
foreign policy. And ait would be only consistent: and logical if 
events moved at a pace that would for all time insure the strict neu- 


Thousands of square imilés, covered 
with giant trees, which southern landowners 
were compelled to carry from year to year, 
were apparently as useless as if they had 
been located in Patagonia. “There were times, indeed, when it looked 
to the southerner as if the timber in his forests would never become 


in limber 


marketable. 


Twenty-five vears have worked a wonderful change. It 1s 
well for the South now that her forests were not invaded when 
timber was cheap. She has now become a great lumbering country, 
her stock of timber is great, its value is immensely greater than it 
would have been had the cutting begun a generation ago. 

The forestry service reports that the states of Alabama, .\rkan- 
sas, Hlorida, Georgia, Nentucky, Louisiana. Maryland, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, ‘Tennessee, Texas, Virginia and 
West Virginia have 42 per cent of the total forest area of the coun- 
try, although they include only 27 per cent of the total area of the 
United States. 

Now, if the South has great wealth in timber—and its value 
can hardly be measured—it has also the advantage of being in 
possession of this property at a time when the tendency ts to conserve 
rather than to waste our natural resources. Tremendous fortunes 
may be taken from the southern forests, and the process may be 
continued for years, 1f not indefinitely, by observing the simple rules 
of conservation which were so shamefully ignored in the North. 

The South not only has wonderful wealth in timber, but she 
has, or ought to have, experience borrowed from the North. This 
should enhance her wealth and give it permanency. :

THAT THE question of conserving the water 
power of the Great lakes is considered of 
prime importance is shown in the fact that 
several noted engineers of this country and 
Niagara of Canada have recently reported that the 

: | project of damming the Niagara river at 
River Buffalo is entirely practicable, and that the 
work can be accomplished at a cost within 
$5,000,000. Furthermore, the progress 
made.of late with improvements in machin- 
ery for the construction of dams will serve to reduce to a minimum 
the element of time as well as the cost involved in this undertaking. 


All that now remains, therefore, is for the two countries to agree on 


the plan to be pursued, as it will be necessary for the dam to be con- 
structed jointly. 7 

Various proposals for tapping Lake Michigan to produce a 
waterway from the lakes to the gulf, as well as the projected open- 
ing of other streams to meet local needs like that met by the Chicago 
canal in carrying off sewage, make it necessary that steps be taken 
without delay to prevent lowering of the present level of the Great 
lakes. Engineers differ on the question as to how great a flow 


‘of water aside from that passing through the natural outlet would 


be likely to affect this level appreciably, although all agree that 
there would be some effect. For instance, a fourteen-foot canal, 
such as proposed from Chicago to the Mississippi, could hardly 
fail to make its presence evident in the lake level. 

The fact that twaq feet less water is found in the Niagara river 
at Buffalo during the winter than in summer, and that the flow from 
the lakes is variable and irregular at all times, makes it necessary to 
devise some sort of a barrier to restrain the flow. The proposed 
dam will in no wise interfere with the power plants situated in 
and about Niagara Falls, and the natural beauty of the falls will 
not be marred to an appreciable extent. Only good results are to be 
expected from a dam that will tend to preserve the flow by preventing 
useless waste. . 


AN INTERESTING bit of evidence to prove 
that virtue is not always left to constitute its 
only reward comes in the report of a brake- 
man on the Long Island railroad who found Honesty 
and returned to the owner a satchel contain- 

ing $30,000 worth of jewelry. He was lib- Pays 
erally rewarded. The owner of the jewelry 
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proceeded to furnish him with three complete 
outfits of clothing, a two weeks’ vacation at 
recular pay and a permanent position prom- 
ising much better prospect for advancement than the one occupied. 

This sign of appreciation seems to be so much in contrast to the 
general practise of letting the finder go with merely a nominal reward 
as to bring detailed accounts and some comment in the columns of 
daily papers. Such experiences as the one referred to argue in a 
way that honesty is the best policy, and that it is not entirely without 
its substantial reward. It may be argued. of course, that 1n cases of 
this kind the finder expects no reward. If there is a temptation to 
appropriate as one’s own the proceeds of such a find the temptation 
fades before the knowledge that no real benefit can come to the finder 
through retaining that which is in no sense his. 

And, after all, the finder’s highest reward is in the discovery o 
the owner and sharing with him the satisfaction of setting one o 


of its real estate in the Evanston district of Wyoming had been 
classified as coal lands. for some of these lands, which formerly 
would have brought from $10 to $15, the govérnment is demanding 
$500 al) acre.

From this it will be seen that while Uncle Sam has lost much 
of his original real estate, and has actually trittered away great tracts 
of it, he is becoming more conservative and careful, not to say 
thrifty, with regard to the remnant. He is still desirous that every 
foot of his land shall be developed, and he goes even so far as to in- 
vite the attention of those that would develop it, as he thinks, with 
the greatest regard to the public interest; but he is insistent now on 
fair compensation in return for the opportunities he is offering. 

Qne of the most satisfying features of this new departure is 
that the valuable mineral lands possessed at present by the govern- 
ment will remain in its possession, for the most part, until they 
pass into the hands of bona-fide purchasers. So far as public prop- 
erty is concerned, the land speculator’s race ts nearly run.
